Woody Vasulka ** A native Czech, he first studied metal tech- 
nology and hydralic mechanics, then switched to film, attending 
the Film Schpol of Prague from 1959 through 1964. Upon grad- 
uation from the Film School he traveled to Algeria and Ice-~- 
land where he made several documentary films. 


Steina Vasdika “* A native of Iceland. she went to study violin 
at the Conservatory in Prague where she met and married her 
husband, Woody. After playing in the Icelandic Symphony Or- 
chestra for a year, she moved to New York in 1965, to con- 
tinue her music studies. Since 1970 she is working with her 
husband as an independent video artist.
